Mention of |, 
Nixon's nadme was receivéd with 
loud boos. 

The speech was broadcast to 
the nation over three television | 
and four radio networks at a 
cost of more than $200,000. The 
address was applauded enthusi- 
astically by an audience of 
about 8000 partisans, many of 
whom had paid $50’a plate for 
a dinner preceding the talk.

The clause provides that race, 
religion or political affiliations 
shall not be a factor in the em- 
ployment, discnarge, promotion 
or demotion of any person in 
the classified service of the city. 
The proposed 1950 charter pro- 
hibited asking any questions on 
these subjects of an applicant 
for city employment. 

Calloway said the clause it-

Though recognizing the diffi- 
culties of drafting such a pro- 
vision, Preisler would give civil 
servants the same rights in 
general as those enjoyed by all 
other citizens. These would in- 
clude the right to circulate pe- 
titions and make speeches on 
behalf of political candidates or 
measures, to wear political but- 
tons or badges and even to run 
for office. 

He would restrict the last fo 
legislative offices, as opposed to 
administrative or executive of- 
fices, afid he would bar the 
candidate from campaigning 
during his working hours or 
using his city position to in- 
fluence voters. He would not 
permit a civil servant to be a 
party committeeman. 

Union recognition and labor 
contracts between the city and 
its civil service employes were 
proposed by Sidney Zagri, who 
said he appeared in behalf of 
Pete Saffo, secretary-treasurer 
of Local 610, Teamsters’ Union. 

Annual! Negotiations. 

Annual negotiations between 
teams representing the city and 
its employes would begin at 
least 160 days before the end 
of the fiscal year, Zagri pro- 
posed. When a contract cover- 
ing wages, hours, working con- 
ditions and fringe benefits had 
been reached, it would con- 
stitute a “preliminary budget” 
which would be recommended 
to the Board of Aldermen for 
enactment, Zagri said. 

He emphasized the aldermen 
could accept or reject any or 
all parts of the proposed com- 
prehensive pay plan and that 
his proposal was not intended

The Gov- 
ernment charged the companies 
monopolized and _ restrained 
competition in household soaps 
and detergents.

I read this morning that an- 
other political campaign was 
opened yesterday just 40 miles 
from here, before what the 
paper called “a crowd of more 
than 500 of the Grand Old 
Party elite.”

as socially superior.” 

Well! Joe Smith got it again! 

I’m mighty glad to be here 
tonight to open the 1956 Demo- 
cratic campaign before 10,000 
Pennsylvanians, with the whole 
nation as our invited guests. 

This is my third visit to 
Harrisburg in the past two 
ears. Each time the crowd gets 

rger, just as each month ail 
across the country the tide of 
protest and of hope has risen. 
And that’s why, after genera- 
tions of Republican rule, the 
people called on the Democrats 
to clean up Philadelphia; and 
that’s why, after decades of Re- 
publican rule, the Governor of 
Pennsylvania is a vigorous 
gifted young Democrat—George 
Leader; and that’s why the next 
United States Senator from 
Pennsylvania will be a Demo- 
crat—a dedicated man of noble 
principle and demonstrated 
competence—Joe Clark. 

And, if I may claim a point 
of personal privilege, all these 
are reasons why your good

These are

But they don’t 
even compare with these I have 
mentioned. And that’s why I 
say that to get things done 
America will once again turn 
to Democratic leadership. 

Indeed, it is a central issue 
in this election—whether Amer- 
ica wants to stay on dead cen- 
ter, mired in complacency and 
cynicism; or whether it wants 
once more now to move for- 
ward—to meet our human 
needs, to make our abundance 
serve all of us and to make the 
world safer—in short to build 
a new America. 

Issues in Terms of Slogans. 

The Republicans pose the 
issues. of this campaign in 
terms of slogans—‘“Peace, Pros- 
perity, Progress.” 


I pose these issues in terms 
of facts—the facts of Ameri- 
ca’s unmet human needs, the 
facts of a revolutionary world 
in the hydrogen age. 

Here are some of those facts: 
In four years—four years of 
wealth and abundance — our 
Government has let the short- 
age of schoolrooms and teach- 
ers get worse. It has done 
almost nothing to stop the slum 
cancer which today infects 10,-

And juvenile delinquency which 
breeds in slums and poor 
schools has. increased at a 
frightening rate. 

We have done nothing to help 
the lot of the poor and of our 
older people, most all of whom 
must now subsist in a penury 
that gets worse as the cost of 
living climbs to the highest 
point in history. 

We have done precious little 
to aid the fight against cancer, 
arthritis, mental disease and 
other crippling and_ killing 
diseases, or to ma’e up the 
shortage of doctors and nurses. 
We have watched the rise of 
higher costs and lower prices 
close on the hapless, helpless 
farmer whose only offense is 
that he has done his job too 
well. 

And the small business man, 
who built this country, is now 
being pushed to the wall. 

Instead of turning our nat- 
ural resources to the public 
good we have seen them raided 
for private profit. 

Struggle for Peace. 

And the facts of our prog- 
ress toward peate are even 
more sobering. The Soviets 
have advanced, while we have 
fallen back, not only in the 
competition. for strength of 
arms, but even in the educa- 
tion of engineers and scientists. 
Millions of people have moved 
more toward the false promises 
of Communism than the true 
faith in freedom. And today 
there is doubt in. the world 
about whether America really 
believes in the freedom which 
is our birthright and the peace 
which is our greatest hope. 

Why has all this happened? 

It has happened because 
for four years how we have 
had. a government which 
neither fully understands nor 
wholly sympathizes with our 
human needs or the revolu- 
tion that is sweeping the 
world.

to make it a business man’s 
government.\ Well, that’s one 
pledge they kept. President 
Eisenhower filled two out of 
every three top ranking offices 
in his Administration with’ men 
whose lives have been spent 
representing business, mostly 
big business.

Political dispute oyer subversion has hampered freedom essential 
if higher education is to do its duty to American nation; 
teachers, like doctors, are not supposed merely to tell people what 
they want to hear; they require right to say what they know.

To talk to any group of Americans 
about the necessity of freedom would 
seem to be as superfluous as “carrying 
coals to Newcastle.” But if there is one 
thing that we have learned from the 
confused history of the mid-twentieth 
century, it is that it is never safe to 
take any of our blessings for granted. 

The discovery of the undoubted fact 
‘of subversion was a shattering blow 
to our national as- 
sumption that we 
were not as other 
nations. The deli- 
cate problem of 
public confidence 
that this discovery 
precipitated was 
unfortunately 
hurled inte the 
arena perhaps least 
capable of the dis- 
crimination essen- 
tial for its handling 
— namely, the 
arena of partisan 
politics. 

This was tragic 
for all American life, which had been 
characteristically pervaded by a genial, 
breezy confidence that had often made 
older civilizations marvel, But for no 
section of American life was it more 
unfortunate than for the university.

Tempting Field for Zealots 


To begin with, the very fact that a 
larger proportion of our population 
pours into our universities than into 
any other in history complicates the sit- 
uation. The American university is an 
object of great public interest, and 
rightly so. 

There afe a good many people in 

America who can be alarmed about the 
American university without any clear 
notion of what the university is actually 
about. That is why the American uni- 
versity is such a tempting field for an 
unlocalized crusading zeal. 
*. The founding fathers of our country 
from. their own experience were dis- 
trustfol of the inquisitorial approach 
to human life, especially in the religious 
and political fields. That approach is 
not popular in the universities either. 

Not ‘that the university has anything 
to hide. The most carefree young teach- 
ing” stant soon learns that St. Paul 
was right when he said that we are én- 
Compassed with a host of witnesses. 


Félly Disciplined by Laughter 


, Youthful folly is disciplined more 
feadily by youthful laughter than any- 
thing else on a campus; and as the 
young graduate assistant becomes a pro- 
fessor, he measures his actions and 
words with respect to what his peers, 
whose profession is criticism, will think 


of what he says and does, Only: some- — 


one who has lived for a good many 
years in the university knows how ef- 
fective are its tacit disciplines. 

And yet freedom is the basic neces- 
sity of all intellectual work. 
areas of our society have to devote the 
days to telling people what they want 
to hear. But a university that did that 
would be useless. One wants the facts 
and sound, even if unwelcome, judgment 
on ¢hem from one’s banker, one’s law- 
yer, one’s doctor, one’s priest—above 
all, from one’s teacher. Anything else 
is a waste of time. 

A university that is hedged in and 
restricted as to what it will inquire 
into, discuss, judge, or teach is not do- 
ing what a university should db. 

nee ee ee ee 
an idea that any experien person 
knows is foolish, it is much more effec- 
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tive to say not “You are wrong!” but 
“Well, how about this? You don’t have 
to answer now; just think -about it.” 
And many a wild idea evaporates when 
it is freely aired. 

For example, there was an alarm over 
a Communist speaker at a certain state 
university a couple of years ago. But 
when the man got down to particulars 
about the advance of fascism in Amer- 
ica, his audience laughed at him. 


Some of the older people who had 
thought that a Communist had only to 
speak to be believed discovered what 
any professor could have told them— 
that the American university student 
has quite a reserve of intellectual sales 
resistance. 


Purpose of the University 
“Let the professor say what he be- 


lieves and take the consequences,” is 


a challenge often heard in varying 
terms, from people who suggest that 
there is something basically unmanly 
about anybody ‘who counts the conse- 
quences. People who take that position 
do not, I think, usually stop to reflect 
that deprivation of opportunity to func- 
tion in one’s own distinctive way is the 
most effective threat to the non-con- 
formist yet discovered, as the history 
of persecution from the sixteenth cén- 
tury to the twentieth witnesses. 

A professor needs a university to 
function in; no one can set up as an in- 
dependent teacher these days. A pro- 
fessor without a job is no longer able 
to teach. 

Of course, thefe is the problem of 
the Communist professor—I may add 
in these days a very rare one. With 
regard to that, let me say quite flatly 
that I know of no one in any influen- 
tial position in the profession who wants 
to keep in the universities men who 
knowingly belong to any conspiracy for 
the overthrow of our form of govern- 
ment by force or violence. 

There is also the problem, less rare 
but still not nearly so common as re- 
ceuit headlines would suggest, of the 


suspected Communist, like the man who 


think one may say tHat in general most 
professors dislike e notion of any 
automatic disqualification of a man be- 
cause he has invoked the Fifth Amend- 
nient. 


Fair Play Is Needed 


Interestingly enough, the Supreme 
Court, although presumably accustomed 
to dealing with human nature in a more 
formal and systematic fashion than we 
are, seems to share the same dislike. 

Of course, if a professor or anybody 
else is questioned by proper authority, 
I should hope he would answer fully. 
I am assuming that he has been asked 
objective questions, like what he did 
on specific occasions—not matters of 
thought or opinion. : 

What we want, then, is fair play. 
And we want it not because we have 
any tenderness for Communists, but be- 
cause we need it to do the work that 
we are in the university*to do.

Between Book Ends 


Shrill Blast of a Horn 


IT'S ALWAYS FOUR O'CLOCK, by James Updyte. 

(Random House, 178 pgs., $3.50) 

Almost 20 years later—and consider- 
ably shriller in key—comes another 
imitation of Dorothy Baker’s highly 
original “Young Man With A Horn.” 
A dim and blurred carbon copy, this 
1956 version of another L.A. jazz com- 
bo and another boy for whom it was 
too hot (or cool?) might be suspécted 
of being a veiled parody were it not 
for the publisher’s pretentious and un- 
consciously satirie “its ironic bite goes 
deep and its impact will be felt 
long. ...” Updyke, we also are given 
to understand, is “a pseudonym for a 
noted novelist working in another 
field.” 

Whereas “Young Man With A Horn” 
was in a minor mood with the theme 
subdued, “It’s Always, etc.” blares its 
brass at you obviously and incessantly. 
The title, not that it matters, refers to 
one of the infrequent pauses for 
thought by one of the characters—and 
that’s what they are, brother! At 4 a.m., 
see, the human is at his lowest ebb and 
that’s when he finds he can’t take 
Cloud Number 9 with him when he, a 
sacrificial victim to his beloved art, 
trades it in for his harp in the celestial 
choir. 

For just as Rick Martin in. Miss 
Baker’s opus couldn’t stand the strain 
between life and love and art, Royal 
Mauch (same initials even) doesn’t 
want to live after his own combo blows 
up. The Baker musicians were credible 
but “Updyke” has cut out of cardboard 
a few cheap and futile phonies. The 
model had a g@od deal of able and 
sometimes gifted writing. This retran- 
scribed transcription is almost unbe- 
lievably crude in its attempts at the 
American vernacular and the deeper 
emotions. 

The author has neither an ear—which 
is desirable for music—nor taste. The 
narrative is by a “geetar” player in 
the trio and that’s a foolish choice to 
begin with. For he can’t get off the 
ground and neither, as a result, does 
the story or its quality. Every girl is 
a “doll,” .everything is “cool, man,” 
and we couldn't care less what happens 
to the whole crumby crowd. 

It wouldn't matter at all about books 
such as this, but inevitably they tar- 
nish to some extent the original.. While 
Miss Baker wrote a sincere (in an old- 
fashioned, non-Madison Ave. meaning) 
and sensitive book about a segment 
of America life, this recording has all 
the elegance of a Coney Island side- 
show. The noted novelist had better 
stick to another field.

‘Hospitals’ for Treating Family Ills

HE was hardly more than a 

baby, yet already her tiny 

world had been torn apart. 
Her mother was desperately ill. 
Her father had run away. : 

What was to become of the 
bewildered little 4- year-old 
whose brown eyes looked sol- 
emnly from beneath straight- 
cut bangs as her grandmother 
and a strange woman behind a 
big desk talked in words she 
couldn’t understand? 

She was too young to know 
that this was a new kind of 
“hospital,” a place where 
broken homes, not broken 
bones, are mended, where fam- 
ily quarrels are patched up, 
where neglected children are 
given love and attention in- 
stead of vitamins and penicillin. 

That’s what she was receiv- 
ing at this moment, love and 
concern. Her- mother couldn’t 
eare for her, her grandmother 
couldn't keep her, so a tem- 
porary foster home, where a 
substitute mother would feed 
her affection along with her 
daily bread, would be the 
answer. 

She was the youngest “client” 
te come into the big office that 
day, just one in a long weary 


Before her there had 
come a disillusioned husband 
and wife on the brink of di- 
vorce, a rebellious teen-ager 
angry against authority, an aged 
widower discarded by his chil- 
dren. And more, many more, 
would follow. 

For this was a family agen- 
cy, open to anyone with a sick 
marriage, a broken home or an 
aching heart. 

It happened to be the Fam- 
ily and Children’s Service, but 
the pattern could easily have 
been repeated at the Jewish 
Family Service Agency or the 
Catholic Family Service Society 
of St. Vincent DePaul. For all 


three, members of the United 
Fund, have this in common; 
they deal with troubled individ- 
uals and they often look in the 
same direction for the answer, 
the individual’s family situation. 
“In the final analysis, that’s 
where you'll find the roots of 
the trouble,” said Anthony De- 
Marinis, youthful-looking direc- 
tor of the nonséctarian Family 
and Children’s Service. “More 
and more we are recognizing 
that you can’t treat the symp- 
tom without getting at the 
cause.” 
Continuing his mctieal anal- 
Marinis likened today’s 


of hospital “where we learn to 
recognize and diagnose an emo- 
tional sniffle and treatment can 
be given by specialists.” 

His june ox were echoed by 
Miss Frieda Romalis, executive 
director of the Jewish Family

Donnell, executive secretary of 
the Catholic Family Service 
Society. 

“Family troubles two genera- 
tions ago were often hidden 


tice. Today, so much knowl- 
edge on family needs and rela- 
tionships is available and we 
need to urge people to make 
use of it through our family 
agencies.” 

What kind of people answer 
that invitation, and what kind 
of problems are facing them? 

The files of the three agen- 
ties tell a heartbreaking story, 
its threads of resentment, bit- 
terness, inadequacy, of poverty, 
loneliness and despair weaving 
a stark, troubled pattern on the 
cloth of community life. 

Here is Mr. Smith, for in- 
stance, a depressed, self-critical 
man, whose wife has walked 
out after a quarrel, taking their 
four children to her mother’s 


happier, 


home and threatening divorce. 
The caseworker lets him talk it 
out, his business troubles, «his 
debts, his discouragement, his 
temper. His self-confidence has 
gone, But on his next appoint- 
ment, at the caseworker’s sug- 
gestion, Mrs. Smith comes 
along. They talk out their dif- 
ferences, each admits blame, 
both agree to start over. Addi- 
tional interviews help. And a 
shaky marriage is back on solid 
ground. 

And here is Mrs. Jones, an 
attractive woman of 30, worried 
about an 8-year-old “obstinate” 
daughter. The caseworker sees 
that the mother also needs help 
and gradually ferrets out the 
trouble: Mrs. Jones is con- 
cerned about a sister-in-law's 
opinion of her. She becomes 
frustrated, feels inferior, takes 
out her anger and anxiety on 
her daughter. But now she is 
facing up to the problem and 
refuses to be controlled by her 
sister-in-law and her fear of 
disfavor. And as her attitude 
changes, an “obstinate” child 
becomes pliable and obedient.

bid three no trump. The result 
was that Mr. Abel’s play failed 
to be as good as his bidding. 

Mr. Meek decided to lead his 
fourth best spade in spite of 
the fact that the suit had been 
bid on his right. The six was 
played from dummy and Mr. 
Abel won with the nine spot. 
He went to dummy with the ace 
of diamonds and led back a low 
club, his 10 losing to the queen. 

Now Mr. Meek laid down the 
king of spades, a very effective 
move because it trapped dum- 
my’s 10. Mrs. Keen discarded 
a diamond and the ace won. 
Mr. Abel led another club, hop- 
ing the ace was on his right. 

But again Mr. Meek won. This 
time his queen of spades 
drapped Mr. Abel’s last one, the 
five. The trey of spades won the 
setting trick. 

Mr. Abel could have avoided 
this catastrophe in the spade 
suit. Usually it is better to play 
low from dummy on the first 
trick when you have an equal 
card in your own hand (as the 
nine of spades was equal to 
the ten here). But this was a 
recognizable exception. 

By the rule of 11; Mr. Abel 
should have known that Mrs. 
Keen held just one spade high- 
er than the four spot. If this 
card happened to be one of the 
honors, there was nothing to 
fear. But if Mr. Meek had both 
the king and queen, Mr. Abel 
could have arranged to give 
himself three stoppers instead 
of two, by playing the 10 from 
dummy at trick one. 

If he had taken this simple 
precaution, dummy’s jack and 
10 of spades would have served 
some more useful purpose than 
merely falling helplessly under 
the king and queen.

phere, their own devotion to 
one another is strengthened. A 
new family budget is worked 
out to ease their financial 
worries. 

But a family agency’s case- 
workers issue no instructions, 
make no decisions. Miss Ro- 
malis follows DeMarinis into 
the medical analogy to explain: 

“Just as a psychiatrist helps 
a person to explore the un- 
conscious factors which affect 
his behavior, so the caseworker 
works with people at the more 
conscious level, helping them 
to clarify their problems and 
the reasons for them. They 
themselves are then often able 
to decide which is the best 
way open to them in meeting 
the problem. 


“Often all the person needs 
are the assurance and encour- 
agement to take the steps he 
knows are necessary and to help 
him use the inner strengths he 
did not know he had.” 


But this is not a get-well- 
quick procedure. The little girl 
with the solemn brown eyes 
won't find a home in an hour. 
Mr. Smith can’t leave his trou- 
blesome temper on the case- 
worker’s desk. Mrs. Jones must 


be hurt time and time again by 
their son’s incompetency. 

And, as O’Donnell said can- 
didly, “Treatment isn’t always 
possible, and sometimes you 
can’t find the solution.” 

“That’s why,” said DeMarinis, 
“we want people to come to us 
with the first symptoms, not 
wait until the case is beyond 
treatment. It may take a series 
of interviews, and we try to 
see other members of the fam- 
ily who are involved, not just 
the initial caller, but if the 
emotional illness or the finan- 
cial problem of the ‘discord- 
ant condition is caught early 
enough, treatment often is ef- 
fective.” 

The average case, agreed the 
executives, takes from four to 
five months. Sixty per cent of
